In January 1916, the Volunteers 
of Death and the Assassins’ Benda were organized. The latter 
forned an integral part of the regional resiatanca groups just 
es the Propaganda Groups and had tha seme missions as the Youth 
of the Advanced Quard and ths Security Police, The members of 
the Assasgins' Hends were recruited from among the Tonkinese and 
iLlbereated prisonera from Poulo-Comiore. However, activites after

(3) Killing: Members of this band should be well 
trained in shooting, know how to use all kinds of 
weapons, be courageous, clever and enterprising. 
(4) Propaganda; 4% is well understood that each 
menber of the entire group is a pmpagandist. However, 
it is important to have one band devoted to propaganda 
specifically. This band needs a4 p¢reat number of wmen 
and children to distribute papers and pamphlets among 
all levels of thé population and in the different enemy 
organizations. 
(5) Liaison: Lisison needs the help of many women 
and children, chosen as much as possible anong the 
most conscientious people. ; 
d. Terms; Menbers have to be brave and capable of sacrificing - 
their [ives and possessions for the group, To join the croup 
one has t© be introduced by two older members who can testify 
in behalf of their qualifications. Members are forbidden to 
act over and keyond thelr sphere of duty fixed by a higher 
echelon, Each membér has to right to criticize the leaders 
but only after carrying out a preseribed order, Those who 
do not prove satisfactory will be expelled or punished according 
to the seriousness of their offense, iach leader of 2 cell - 
or group is responsible for everything heppening in zones 
pleced unddér their authority. Anytime he is. aware of the 
activities of another group in his owm zone ho must find out 
its origin and attempt to have conferences with it, Each 
leader must also make & regular report on the situation of the 
population and the result of his work, Members must provide 
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for their ovm subsistence but can recélve help in special cases 
such as illness, etc, Families of members will receive help each 
time a member is urrested or if ne dies in service,
